Broiled Tomatoes on Toast: Re- 
move ekins from ripe tomatoes by 
dipping them into boiling water for 
almost two minutes, by means of a 
cheesecioth bag, then plunging them 
into cold water for a second; the 
loosened skins may then be rubbed 
of with the fingers. Cut each to- 
mato in half and dip the halves in- 
to melted butter, then into finely 
crushed. and seasoned cracker 
crumbs.

The thought of the open fields and
